LEGISLATION AGAIN DELAYED 


Western Senators Complain That the 


Leather 8ohedule Is Unfair to the 


States Interested In Protected Hides. 


Conferees I Called 
Together 
Once 


More in 4n Effort to Settle the 


Trouble. 
I 


Washington, Aug. 3.—Tariff legisla­ 
tion has been delayed again by the 
hide and leather question and as a 
result the conferees were called to­ 
gether once more. The session was 
for the purpose of enticing out into 
the open a certain "ebony-hued per­ 
son” who was reported by Western 
senators to have been seen lurking in 
the '‘wood pile.” 
The Westerners complained that the. 
leather schedule, as arranged by the 
conferees with the approval of the 
president, is unfair to the states in­ 
terested in protected hides. It was 
agreed that some action must be taken 
to conciliate them if the conference 
report is to be adopted. 
Without thought of serious obstacles 
in the path, Senator Aldrich caused 
the report to be taken up as soon as 
the senate met. As is usual, the sen­ 
ate leader and his associates moved 
about to ascertain whether there had 
been any change of sentiment. They 
were not long in learning that the 
charge that there was a "Joker” in 
the compromise 
hide and leather 
question had upset the comfortable 
majority they had previously counted 
for the adoption of the report. 
The difficulty appeared to be a lack 
of understanding between the con­ 
ferees, the president and the Western 
senators concerning the condition un­ 
der which the latter consented to 
hides being placed on the free list. 


Claim of the Westerners. 
Th«jL Westerners claimed that they 
had oeen led to believe that all boots 
and shoes of leather were to be du­ 
tiable at IO per cent and that all 
harness was to be dutiable at 20 per 
cent. When the conference report 
was issued it appeared that the reduc­ 
tion applied only to articles manufac­ 
tured in chief part of the class of 
hides which were to be made free of 
duty. The reduction would not apply 
to shoes, the uppers of which were 
made of calf skin, or to harness, the 
chief value of which was calf skin. 
Some of the Western senators were 
extremely bitter in their condemna­ 
tion of the compromise. They said 
that they had been fooled, that the 
president had been fooled and that 
the trick played on the consumer was 
nothing short of buncombe. Finding 
that the Westerners were not amen­ 
able to argument, some of the senate 
leaders and some of the dissatisfied 
members hurried to the White House. 
There all were informed that the 
president had not been fooled. He 
was reported to have told all of his 
callers that he fully understood the 
character of the compromise. 
It is declared by the conferees in 
defense of their 
action, that the 
course pursued was necessary from a 
parliamentary standpoint. To have re­ 
duced all boots and shoes, they said, 
would havp compelled the resubmis­ 
sion of the question to the house. In 
confining the reductions to articles 
manufactured from hides resubmission 
of the paragraph was not necessary 
for the reason that the hide para­ 
graph was in controversy between the 
conference committee with a range of 
action from free to a duty of 15 per 
cent. 
Aldrich Visits White House. 
Senator Aldrich was among those 
who called at the White House. When 
he returned to the Capitol he issued 
a call for a session of the conferees, 
including the house Republican mem­ 
bers. 
After 
they 
assembled, 
the 
Western senators were ushered into 
the conference chamber singly or in 
pairs. Audiences were given to Sena­ 
tors Heyburn, Warren, Carter, Suther­ 
land, Brown, Borah and Bourne. In­ 
vitations had been issued to Senators 
Dixon, Burkett and Clark of Wyom­ 
ing, but they did not accept. 
Senator Aldrich and Representative 
Payne stated unequivocally that the 
language employed in adjusting the 
hide controversy was not a "joker.” 
An effort was made to reach an un­ 
derstanding with the men from the 
cattle-raising states. They said that 
the word had gone out over the West 
that free hides had been given for 
cheaper shoes and harness and that 
their constituents would not be satis­ 
fied with any other bargain. Senators 
£&8WI^1b£ Borah both had lettg& 


from the president bearing upon the 
alleged "joker.” The senators read 
these letters to the conferees. The 
letter to Senator Borah was in reply 
to one he had written. The president 
asserted in this letter that the leather 
and hide schedule as adopted by the 
conferees was Just as he had under­ 
stood it. He said that his understand­ 
ing was that tho reduction on leather 
goods should be made on those manu­ 
factures of the hitherto dutiable hides 
and should not include manufactures 
of hitherto free hides. 
Continuing, the president argued 
that farmers wear shoes made of the 
kind of hides that would pay low du­ 
ties and that practically all harness is 
made from dutiable leather and there-, 
fore would be reduced to the 20 per 
cent ad valorem. 
In the Brown letter the president is 
said to have added a rather sharp 
criticism 
of 
legislators 
constantly 
"finding Jokers.” Appeals were made 
to both senators to support the con­ 
ference report. The contention of the 
"range” senators is that the president 
Is in error both as to the hides from 
which farmers’ shoes VO made jind 
concerning harness. After the West­ 
erners had departed the conferees dis­ 
cussed ways and means of meeting 
the situation. 
It was conceded that in order to se­ 
cure the passage of the report by a 
safe margin the low rates on boots, 
shoes and harness would have to be 
applied to calf skin products as well 
as to leather from a class of hides 
that are now dutiable, but which are 
made free by the conference report. 
No programme Jbas been reached 
positively as to how this result shall 
be accomplished. The plan favored 
is to make an agreement with the 
Western senators.

ST. LOUIS CHILDREN 
HELD FOR RANSOM 


Kidnappers Demand Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars. 


St. Louis, Aug. 3.—Two children 
were abducted and held for $25,000 
ransom here, the affair causing a 
furor in the local Italian colony of 
which the children’s parents are well- 
to-do members. The police have ar­ 
rested five men on suspicion of com­ 
plicity in the plot. They have been 
unable, however, to obtain any trace 
of the children. 
The children are Grace Viviano, five 
years old, and Thomas Viviano, two 
and a half years old. The father of 
each child is named Pietro Viviano. 
They are cousins and their fmailies 
occupy the same apartment. 
The police are searching diligently 
for Samuel Turrisi, an employe of the 
Viviano spaghetti factory. He was 
seen with the children shortly after 
they disappeared from their home 
neighborhood and playmates told the 
police that Turrisi had offered to buy 
ice cream for the children.

Mr. Jerome expects to be through 
with the state’s alienists soon, and 
Charles Morschauser, Thaw’s lawyer, 
will then put his client on the stand. 
Mrs. Mary Copeley Thaw, as she sat 
in court, heard Mr. Jerome introduce 
against her son testimony she had 
willingly given heretofore to save his 
life.

accounts of his nervous temperament 
as a child, materially valuable to 
Thaw when he was in danger of the 
electric chair, but now menacing to 
his hope of proving himself a sane 
man. One thing quoted by the district 
attorney was her statement concern­ 
ing Harry Thaw that "his body was 
too puny for his head and before and 
after the measles he had St. Vitus 
dance.” 


. Describes Thaw’s Conduct. 
Dr. Baker’s testimony was read by 
himself from his "case book” and de­ 
scribed Thaw’s conduct, both normal 
and queer, on many occasions from 
Feb. I, 1908, the date of his commit­ 
ment, until June 25 of the present 
year. 
While some of these notes described 
the patient’s acts as “silly” and while 
the witness said that in his belief 
Thaw was irrational now, Thaw’s at­ 
torney made him admit that during 
the first three months of the patient’s 
stay at Matteawan he observed no 
signs of paranoia. 
After that Thaw, by his counsel’s 
advice, refused to let himself be ex­ 
amined or to answer questions asked 
by the hospital 
physicians. When 
Thaw reached Matteawan on the day 
the jury acquitted him of the murder 
of Stanford White on the ground of 
insanity, almost his first statements, 
according to Dr. Baker, were “expres­ 
sions of amusement over the clever 
work of his lawyers and alienists.” 
He said frankly, according to Dr. 
Baker, that his acquittal was obtained 
by exaggerating certain incidents, and 
putting in testimony Jerome was un­ 
able to refute because he had not the 
facts. 
The witness described Thaw’s man­ 
ner at most times as “silly” and 
"pompous.” He said he quarrelled 
with the other patients who played 
cards with him, calling them “stupid 
donkeys.” From his note book he 
told of various incidents, including 
Thaw’s refusal to accept mail ad­ 
dressed to bim; his refusal to see his 
wife until told that Mr. Morschauser 
had sent her, and his "insolent and 
domineering actions towards the phy­ 
sicians and attendants.”

Hayrack Rides Fatal to Members of 
Picnic Parties. 
Des Moines, la., Aug. 3.—Two young 
girls are dead at Albia as a result of 
two hayrack rides taken into the coun­ 
try. 
Miss Agnes McGuire was a member 
of a crowd of twenty-five girls who 
had spent the day at a neighboring 
fishing resort. On the return trip the 
horses pulling th9 hayrack laden with 
girls'became frightened at a train and 
threw their load off. Miss McGuire 
fell In front of a Northwestern train 
and was so mangled that she died 
shortly afterwards. 
Miss Louise Shrope, member of a 
picnic party returning from a similar 
trip, was crushed to death by being 
thrown against a tree when the team 
drawing the wagon ran away.

Fond du Lac, Wis., Aug. 3.—Frank 
Giangin, a striking Italian laborer, was 
shot in the leg and several other 
strikers were injured by flying rocks 
in a riot between deputy sheriffs and 
strikers at Knowles, near here. The 
fight started when officers attempted 
to arrest two strike leaders. The

Conditions in Spain Appear to 
Be Less Serious. 


Paris, Aug. 3.—The internal situa­ 
tion In Spain seems to be improved. 
Barcelona has emerged from her iso­ 
lation and the threatened general 
strike in Madrid appears to have been 
averted, at least temporarily. 
The first train out of Catalonia’s 
capital city since the beginning of the 
tragic events there has reached the 
French frontier, bringing censored and 
plainly inexact newspaper accounts 
of the insurrection and of the condi­ 
tions in the outlying parts of Catalo­ 
nia. The rest is shrouded In mystery. 
Several of the smaller cities are re­ 
ported to be la the hands of the revo­ 
lutionists and many villages have pro­ 
claimed the district a republic.’ 
Troops are being steadily distribut­ 
ed throughout the rebillious districts, 
and barring new serious outbreaks, 
the insurrectionists eventually will be 
forced to capitulate. It is said that 
the authorities are determined to 
crush the insurrection before the re­ 


turn from South America of Deputy 
Alejandro Le roux, chief of the Repub­ 
licans at Barcelona, whose period of 
exile for political reasons was set 
aside by the chamber of deputies last 
April. 
Reports from San Felice, Palamos 
and Cassa de la Selva say that those 
places are still in the hands of the 
revolutionaries. It Is rumored that 
the Spanish gunboat Temerario has 
left for San Felice to ald the troops 
in restoring order. 
In striking contrast with the esti­ 
mate of the victims of the disorders 
given by the Barcelona newspapers, 
which arrived at Cerbere, is one of 
5,000 emanating from private advices 
received from Madrid. This latter 
estimate, however, is labelled "per­ 
haps exaggerated.” 
An 
official statement 
issued 
in 
Madrid concerning the proposed gen­ 
eral strike there says that numerous 
masons failed to report for duty. It 
Is explained that this was due to a 
fear of a clash with the unionists. 
Spain’s censorship is more inexor­ 
able than ever. No news has been 
received from the various points in 
the north where the trade unions had 
planned a general strike, and there­ 
fore the actual conditions there and 
elsewhere cannot be stated.

BANK FOR SPINSTERS. 


Wo- 
Bostonians Plan to Make Single 
men Independent. 
A movement has been started in Bos­ 
ton by Mrs. Glendower Evans, a well 
known clubwoman, to establish a pen­ 
sion bank for spinsters, which, she be­ 
lieves, will do away with mercenary 
marriages, penniless spinsters, worry 
about husbands and jokes about old 
maids. She has already presented her 
plan to the members of the Massachu­ 
setts insurance commission and has in­ 
terested many clubwomen in her proj­ 
ect. 
Her first problem was to deter­ 
mine the age of the spinster, and after 
careful deliberation she decided that 
it begins at forty years. 
Before that 
age, she says, a woman has good 
chances of matrimony. 
A depositor, 
however, may open an account with 
the insurance bank as early In life as 
she pleases, and if she marries before 
she Is forty she receives a goodly sum 
to start housekeeping with. If she re­ 
mains unmarried she retains her bank 
account and ut the age of fifty begins 
to receive a regular annuity. 
If a 
woman decides to marry after reach­ 
ing the age of forty she gets her money 
back on demand. 
The plan is so unusual that Mrs. 
Evans expects to encounter difficulty, 
she thinks, and some opposition in 
making women understand that the 
plan is to their advantage. 
But she 
has a philanthropic band of Boston 
women back of her who are ready and 
willing to explain the spinster insur­ 
ance principle to spinsters. 
The insurance commission declares 
that It is the most unusual banking 
proposition ever advanced in America 
and that the women interested are en­ 
ergetic enough to make it conform to 
the Massachusetts insurance laws.

It really is a little flat, with 
walls and partitions and all the furni­ 
ture and fittings that are to be found 
in a real apartment. 
The flat is in 
charge of a teacher of domestic science 
and the several hundred little girls are 
divided into classes of about thirty 
each. 
It Is the task of each class to take 
care of one room of the flat on a given 
day. 
In the parlor there is the furni­ 
ture to be dusted and polished. In the 
bedrooms there are the beds to be 
made. In the dining room there is the 
table to be decorated and arranged 
and the linen and dishes to be cared 
for. 
In the kitchen—most important 
of all—there are meals to be cooked- 
real meals and not schoolgirl delica­ 
cies. Then there is a bathroom to be 
cared for in the most approved sani­ 
tary way. 
Plan Seems to Be a Success. 
When each class has completed a 
“one room” course to the satisfaction 
of the teacher it is assigned to an­ 
other room of the flat and so on until 
every class has learned the proper care 
of every room and has a good founda­ 
tion knowledge of practical housekeep­ 
ing. 
“The plan seems to be a great suc­ 
cess,” declared Assistant Superintend­ 
ent William M. Roberts the other day. 
“Mr. Shoop, supervisor of vacation 
schools, and I were invited out to the 
school for luncheon a day or two ago. 
We inspected the model flat—and it 
was model, too—and then the chil­ 
dren served luncheon of their own 
cooking. I don’t remember the menu, 
but it was a good luncheon.”

Description of Machine In Which 
vide Set a New Mark. 
Orville W right’s aeroplane, in which 
he broke all records by steering a pas­ 
senger carrying flying machine around 
the Fort Myer parade ground at Wash­ 
ington for one hour, twelve minutes 
and forty seconds, consists of two 
planes, one five feet above the other 
and measuring thirty-six feet from tip 
to tip. 
The seat for the operator is 
placed in the center of the lower plane. 
off to the left of the motor. The pas­ 
senger sits on the other side of the 
motor. 
The motor itself is a product of the 
W right brothers—a four cylinder thir­ 
ty horsepower water cooled gasoline 
engine. 
The gasoline is pumped di­ 
rectly into the intake pipes, there be­ 
ing no carbureters. 
The tips of the planes are flexible 
for the space of about twelve feet. By 
means of a lever they can be turned 
in a curve resembling a heliocoid, the 
wings moving in opposite directions. 
A second lever controls the twin rud­ 
ders, which are supported by a brace 
ten feet from the rear of the planes. 
By working the two levers together 
the equilibrium of the machine is 
maintained. 
Ten feet in front of the operator’s 
seat two planes resembling a box kite 
about fifteen by three feet are used 
for controlling the ascent and descent. 
Two propellers about nine feet in dia­ 
meter and revolving in opposite di­ 
rections are used to thrust the aero­ 
plane forward. 
The weight of the machine, includ 
lng both operator and passenger, is a 
trifle uude^,20O pounds. 
By his achievement Mr. Wright, who 
was accompanied in his flight by Lieu­ 
tenant Frank P. Lahm. exceeds the 
requirements of the war department’s 
specifications by more than twelve 
minutes and breaks the world’s rec­ 
ord for a flight with a passenger by 
three minutes and five seconds. 


President Taft Makes Marble G rottos 
a National Monument. 
President Taft recently signed a 
proclamation making a national monu­ 
ment of the Oregon eaves or "marble 
halls” of Josephine county, in south­ 
ern Oregon. 
These natural wonders 
are located in the Siskiyou national 
forest, about thirty miles south of 
Grant’s pass, iii Cave mountain. 
The caves are in marble aud other 
limestones and consist of innumerable 
caverns, corridors aud passageways of 
various sizes, all of them decorated 
beyond description in crystallized car­ 
bonates. 
They have been explored to 
a distance of two miles or more, the i 
lowest of them being at a depth of 
about 2,000 feet below the summit of 
Cave mountain, the highest being some 
700 or 800 feet above it. 
There are 
many passageways and rooms which 
have never been opened, anil with 
these distant and unexplored openings 
the magnitude of the Oregon caves is 
practically unknown. 
These natural wonders were discov­ 
ered in 1874 by Elijah Davidson while 
bear hunting, aud the greater part of 
the exploration work was done by F. 
M. Nickerson of Kerby, Ore., in 1877, 
when four floors of levels were par­ 
tially opened. Many of the old ladders 
used at that time are still in use. 
Cave mountain, the peak which con­ 
tains these caves, rises to an elevation 
of about 6,000 feet and is of limestone 
formation. The main openings around 
which the national 
monument 
has 
been created are at an elevation of 
4,000 feet, but the entire mountain side 
for five or six miles shows caverns of 
various sizes and in all probability is 
honeycombed throughout its interior 
like the portion which has been ex 
plored. Many small streams are found 
at 
different 
elevations 
and 
larger 
bodies of running w ater can be heard 
in bottomless pits, so far as measured. 
This running water probably accounts 
for currents of wind that in some of 
the galleries blow so hard as to ex­ 
tinguish an open light at once. 
The lime deposits takfe many beauti­ 
ful 
forms—massive pillars, 
delicate 
stalactites of alabaster whiteness with 
the crystal drop of water carrying its 
minute deposit of lime from which 
they are formed, and broad sheets re­ 
sembling drapery with graceful curves 
and waves that were certainly made 
by varying currents of wind during 
formation. 
In past years visitors have broken 
off and carried away many of the most 
valuable specimens, and this destruc­ 
tion, as well as to retain these natural 
wonders as public property, induced 
the recommendation to place them in a 
national monument.

RE-PASSED RESCINDING RESO'N 


City Council Took Fresh Start in 


Matter of Publication of 


Proceedings 
The city council backed up and took 
a fresh start Monday night on the mat­ 
ter of rescinding the resolution pub­ 
lishing their proceedings. Some one 
had called the called the attention of 
the city attorney to the fact that there 
were not so many members present 
when the rescinding resolution was 
taken from] the table ^and passed’as 
when the resolution contracting for the 
publication was passed. The city at­ 
torney therefore presented a new reso­ 
lution, identical in wording with the 
one already passed, and the duplicate 
was passed, Aldermen Henning, Car­ 
die, Paine, Zakaraisen, Drexler, Kjell- 
quist and Deickhous voting aye and 
Aldermen Robinson and Gardner and 
President Twohey voting no. 
All the aldermen were present when 
the roll was called. 
The minutes of 
the previous regular meeting and in­ 
tervening special meetings were read 
and approved. 
The regular order of business was 
then set aside and the liquor license of 
Geo. Hoyt & Co., was taken up. 
Mr. 
Hoyt’s license had expired and his sa­ 
loon was closed and he was anxious to 
get it opened before the evening closed. 
The bond was approved and the license 
granted, all voting aye except Alder­ 
man Kjellquist, who voted no. 
The report of the city engineer on 
• the proposed alley in block 20, Sleep­ 
e r’s addition, was presented and on mo­ 
tion was accepted. 
The report of the clerk of municipal 
court for July was read, showing total 
collections of $135.30 in city cases, and 
was on motion accepted and ordered 
placed on file. 
The city clerk’s report of receipts 
and disburements for the month of 
July was received and placed on file. 
Alderman Deickhaus wanted to know 
why the circus license was reported at 
only $50, when the ordinance called for 
$100 for a circus license. City Attor­ 
ney Ryan replied that the city ordin­ 
ance provided that the license for dog 
and pony shows should be $25, circuses 
and menageries $125, and all other tent 
shows $50. Some days before circus 
the press agent called upon him, the 
city attorney, and said that the show 
was not a circus. 
Mr. Ryan suggested 
that Mayor Ousdahl investigate the 
shtffr and find out whether or not it 
was a circus. 
Mr. Ousdahl was un­ 
able, because of the presence of some 
of the Northern Pacific officials in the 
city, to make the investigation. The 
manager of the show told Mr. Ryan 
that it was not a circus and they were 
permitted to show under the last clause 
of the license ordinance (as all other 
tent shows.) 
Alderman Gardner thought the offi­ 
cials who had been derelict in their duty 
should be compelled to put up the $50 
the city had been beaten out of. Mr. 
Ryan said that if anyone was to blame 
he was and he thought he saw himself 
putting up the money. 
The report of the city clerk, includ 
ing the item over which controversy 
had arisen, was then approved. 
The report of the chief of police was 


read and on motion accepted and or­ 
dered placed on file. The report of the 
poundmaster took the same course. 
President Twohey stated 
that as 
there were several parties waiting to 
appear before the council on various 
matters he thought they should be per­ 
mitted to be heard without awaiting 
the council’s action on the grist of bills 
before them, and called upon W. H. 
Mantor, whom he said wished to ad­ 
dress the council on the proposed tele­ 
phone franchise. 
Mr. Mantor stated that the council 
committee had held the matter under 
consideration for four weeks and had 
as yet taken no action in the matter. 
The company wanted an answer one 
way or another at once. The proposi­ 
tion, he said, was a plain one and had 
been made in good faith. The com­ 
pany wished to make an expenditure of 
$30,000 in Brainerd if it could be as­ 
sured of an extension of its franchise 
for 20 years from the present date. If 
the question of municipal ownership 
entered in and the council proposed to 
put in its own plant the company wanted 
to know it and would put its $30,000 else­ 
where, where the people wanted it. As 
a matter of municipal ownership the

telephone was not, he said like water 
and light. There would be nothing in 
it for the city, as only 5-per cent of the 
people used telephones. 
Alderman Robertson wanted to know 
whether or not there would be any re­ 
duction in rates. Alderman Paine sug­ 
gested that the company should put its 
proposition before the council in writ­ 
ing. The council would then have basis 
for a counter proposition to the com­ 
pany if it so desired. 
It was the com­ 
pany which was asking the favor and it 
was for it to make the proposition. 
President Twohey stated that on his 
part he should not vote for any fran­ 
chise, that he believed the city should 
put in its own system. 
Alderman 
Drexler expressed 
the 
same opinion as Alderman Paine; that 
the company should put its proposition 
into writing. 
Mr. Prendergast, attorney for the 
company said that if the city council 
wished to put into the franchise the 
provisions that the company should 
spend $30,000 and should make no raise 
in the rates then it should instruct its 
city attorney to incorporate the pro­ 
visions in the proposed franchise, to be 
granted by the council. 
Alderman Gardner suggested that as 
the company’s franchise still had six 
years more to run that it should go 
ahead anyway and make the necessary 
improvements. Mr. Prendergast re­ 
plied that while the present council 
might be friendly enough the one six 
years from now^ might be inclined to 
hold them up; that a telephone plant 
was worth nothing after installation if 
removed and the company could not 
spend money except with assurance 
that it would have at least 20 years of 
future franchise. 
Alderman Gardner declared that the 
present rates were too high and tha t 
no franchise should be granted unless 
there was a reduction of rates. Mr. 
Prendergast replied that the rates were 
only fairly remunerative and could not 
be reduced. Neither would the com­ 
pany make any advances, though ma­ 
terially bettering the service. 
Alderman Pre ~ ler wanted to know 
why the rate was 35 cents to Minne­ 
apolis and 60 cents to Duluth, a less 
distance. 
Manager Jones said 
that 
there were no one-minute rate in ef­ 
fect to Duluth; that the three-minute 
rate was the same to both places.

The bill of the Brainerd Tribune for 
printing the proceedings and resolutions 
of the city council for the month of 
July was allowed without a dissenting 
vote. 
The bill of H. H. Krause for the work 
of assessing the city was presented and 
allowed. 
A bill of Louis Shertund for $25. OO for 
work done on the closets and sewer at 
the city jail was allowed. City Attor­ 
ney Ryan called the attention of the 
city council to the fact that the bill was 
irregular in that the work was done on 
the order of the committee without the 
authority of the council. Alderman 
Robertson retorted that the work had 
been ordered done by the state board of 
health and that if it had not been done 
the city was liable to have a damage 
suit from some prisoner who had con­ 
tracted typhoid fever there. Mr. Ryan 
rejoined that there had been two spec­ 
ial meetings of the council since the 
work|was commenced and the committee 
should have reported to the council and 
had the council order the work. 
A bill of $9.00 for livery hire for the 
trip to inspect the Crow Wing river, 
was allowed, 
Several bills for the fire department, 
were objected to by Alderman Henning 
because he as chairman of the commit­ 
tee had not been consulted. They were 
approved by Aldermen Drexler and Car­ 
die, the other members of the commit­ 
tee. 
The bill of Wendel Smith for hay 
was referred back to that committee. 
Two bills from Wm. Woods for servi­ 
ces of men employed in fighting fire at 
Rice lake, were not allowed, the city 
attorney declaring them not a legal 
charge against the city. 
A bill of the O’Brien Mercantile com­ 
pany was referred back to the fire com­ 
mittee and the city clerk was instruct­ 
ed to refuse to accept any bills unless 
they had the “O. K .” of the proper 
committee. 
Several bills for services in connec­ 
tion with condemnation proceedings, 
were referred to the water committee. 
Several bills for work surveying the 


proposed alley in Block 20, Sleeper’s ad­ 
dition, caused considerable discussion. 
Alderman Gardner objected to paying 
them because he understood that the 
expenses were to be paid by the peti 
tioners. 
City Attorney Ryan stated that the 
city must first pay the bills and then 
assess them to the abutting property. 
The bills were all allowed over the neg­ 
ative votes 'of Aldermen Robertson, 
Gardner and Drexler. 
Alderman Robertson objected to an 
item of $136.00 in the report ofjthe street 
I committee for cleaning streets. He and 
J several other members failed to see 
I where the work had been done, f j m 
A communication from the same com- 
I mittee was read regarding the sawdust 
J fire at Rice lake, and recommending 
I that the sawdust be set on fire after 
| snow falls next winter and allowed to 
burn itself out. 
The committee also reported that 
there were a number of crosswalks 
which needed renewing but that the 
committee was not yet ready to report 
on them. 
The finance committee reported that 
it had checked up the books of the city 
treasurer for transfer and found them 
75 cents out of balance; that Mr. Hag- 
berg stated that the accounts were in 
that condition when received by him. 
The report was accepted and placed on 
file. 
The application for permission to 
transfer the liquor license from Wm. 
Sinclair to R. R. Wise was read and re­ 
ferred to the police committee. 
A resoultion transferring $1000 from 
the electric light funds to the sinking 
fund and authorizing the sinking fund 
commissioners to retire the 82000 fund­ 
ing bond due Aug. 15, 1909, was pass­ 
ed, all voting a ye. 
The application for the transfer of 
the license of Geo. W. Gaslin to John 
O Hagan, was granted, all voting aye 
except Alderman Kjellquist, who voted 
no. 
The application of Henry Theviot for 
a liquor license was granted and the 
bond approved, all voting aye except 
Aldermau Kjellquist, who voted no. 
On motion Mons Mahlum was granted 
permission to set up coal scales in the 
street at the comer of Ninth and Lau­ 
rel streets. 
Alderman Paine reported that the 
Dower Lumber Company wanted per­ 
mission to remove the curb and put in 
a driveway on the east side of Broad­ 
way between Main street and the rail­ 
road tracks, and that if this was grant­ 
ed they would put in a cement walk 
from the tracks to Main street as soon 
as they completed their big lumber shed 
which they would erect at once. The 
desired permission was granted. 
Alderman Drexler was granted per­ 
mission to build a cement block addition 
to his blacksmith shop, subject to the 
approval of the building inspector. 
On motionof Alderman Deickhaus, the 
city clerk was instructed to advertise 
for bids for the crushing of 1000 cords 
of stone, more or less. 
Alderman Robertson brought up the 
matter of parties doing building leav­ 
ing debris in the streets for the city to 
remove, but no action was taken. 
The matter of junk dealers and pool 
tables not paying license was brought 
up and discussed, but no action was ta­ 
ken. One of the aldermen remarked 
that the clerk had been ordered to re­ 
port violations. 
Mr. Roderick wanted 
to know if the enforcement of the ordi­ 
nances was one of the duties of the city 
clerk, but was iaformed by the presi­ 
dent that it w a; only his duty to notify 
violators of the necessity of compliance 
with the ordinand s. 
This brought un the matter of codifiy- 
ing the ordinances and the committee 
appointed some months ago to devise 
ways and means therefor was granted 
further time in which to make a start. 
Street Commissioner Barron appear­ 
ed before the council and took excep­ 
tion to the criticism of his work by 
some of the aldermen and declared that 
he had done more hard work than any 
street commissioner in 15 years. 
He 
stated that the work had been done un­ 
der orders from the mayor and the 
street committee. 
On motion of Alderman Gardner the 
council then adjourned.

TIPS ON IRRIGATING 


REPORT READ IN THE SENATE 


I i Takes 
Up 
of 
That 


Plan of Demonstration at Na­ 
tional Irrigation Confess. 


FOURTEEN APPROVED WAYS. 


Delegates 
and 
Visitors 
to 
Spokane, 
Wash., W ill Be Able to Study Best 
Known Means of Supplying Moisture 
Artificially 
to 
Crops 
In 
Orchards, 
Fields and Vineyards. 


Fourteen approved methods of Irri­ 
gating, adapted to practically every 
kind of land and the various tree, root j 
and vine crops, will be demonstrated j 
on a fifteen acre tract in the Spokane j 
valley within a stone’s throw of the i 
city limits in connection with the sev- j 
enteenth session of the national irriga­ 
tion congress in Sokane, Wash., on 
Aug. 0 to 14. The purpose is to afford 
the delegates to the congress and vis­ 
itors an opportunity to study the best 
known means of supplying moisture by 
artificial means to orchards, berry and 
sugar beet fields, vineyards and hay 
and grain lands. 
There will also be 
demonstrations by m anufacturers of 
apparatus used in modern irrigation. 
W hat is considered by experts to be 
the acme of scientific irrigation and at 
the same time the most economical 
method will be shown in the use of 
porous tile pipe laid under the ground. 
The principle is the antithesis of drain­ 
age in that the pores and joints of the 
pipes give out sufficient w ater to sup­ 
ply the plant life above them. 
This 
plan is declared to be practicable in 
supplying moisture for fruit trees, veg­ 
etables, berries and almost every kind 
of product, the advantage being that 
the water carried by the pipes is dis­ 
charged directly below the roots of the 
plants instead of on JUe foil’s surface. 
In comparison with the foregoing 
plan there will be shown the primitive 
method practiced by irrigators before 
it was learned how to distribute wa- 
^teF economically and to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
No grading or leveling was 
done on this tract—Hi fact, In contour 
it is as nature left it. W ater is taken 
to the highest point on the land to dis- 
tribute itself over the ground. 
The 
idea In this is to show waste of water 
and soil by washing and erosion. 


Piping Water to Trees. 
The individual system, also to be 
demonstrated, calls for piping water 
to every tree. To make it effective the 
water must have a head. 
The pipe, 
which may be small, is run to within 
three feet of a tree to discharge water 
Into a circular ditch or basin built 
around the tree. 
This method is de­ 
sirable in districts where a small 
amount of water is desired to do a 
large amount of Irrigating. 
There is 
no loss from evaporation or seepage, 
and only the ground in which the tree 
grows receives the water. The cost of 
installing this system is much larger 
than for the open ditch or flume sys­ 
tem, but the difference is soon made 
up on the cost of water or where it is 
paid for by the acre foot. 
Subirrigating 
by 
means 
of open 
ditches will also be 
shown. 
The 
ditches are of such depth that the wa­ 
ter is absorbed without moistening the 
surface. This method is advantageous 
where soil has a tendency to bake or 
become crusted after watering. 


Steep Land Watering. 
Two tracts will show the practicabil­ 
ity of watering steep land in open 
ditches. The inclines on one tract are 
from thirty to forty-five degrees. The 
other shows the terrace system, water 
being dropped from one terrace to the 
other. 
It will be demonstrated that 
land can be irrigated by this plan with­ 
out washing or erosion. 
One form of the corrugation system 
is applied to soil where the land slopes 
in more than one direction, the ditches 
being made to follow the natural con­ 
tour, which needs no grading. 
Water 
is supplied through one box and the 
ditches spread out in fan shape. 
Another plan of the so called cor­ 
rugation idea, best adapted to sugar 
beet, alfalfa and grain lands with a 
gentle slope, shows water distribution 
by means of V shaped ditches or rills 
two and one-half inches deep and 
about eighteen inches apart. The mar 
ginal dike or basin system of irriga­ 
tion shows ditches built surrounding 
the tract of varying size, running from 
one acre to ten acres in area. To prac­ 
tice this method successfully the land 
must be level or have only a gentle 
slope. 
Sufficient head may be bad in 
the water itself to cause it to spread 
over the ground. 


Two Dike Systems. 
On another tract Is the dike system, 
which follows the natural contour of 
the land. 
This method is adapted to 
ground with a slope, but is not prac­ 
tical for level laud. 
It is similar to 
the side dike system, but the first cost 
is less and the results uot us satisfac­ 
tory. 
The side dike system is used to best 
advantage on ground with a uniform 
slope. 
The method is to build dikes 
IOO feet apart from eight to twelve 
inches high, depending upon the char­ 
acter of the soil. 
Water is taken from 
the head ditch and spread in a sheet 
over the areas between the dikes. The 
surplus passes into a ditch and is car­ 
ried to the next area. 
The sprinkler plan calls for spray 
sprinklers arranged between the trees 
or vegetable rows and so placed that 
they water all of the ground. 
This 
system can be used only where water 
is supplied under pressure. 
Another system is to distribute wa­ 
ter to each tree in an open flume. The 
water is supplied from a head ditch. 
This is similar to the piping method 
to individual trees, but is a waste of 
water, though it costa less to install.

Hours 
Body’s Time. 
Washington, Aug. 3 —Beginning its 
consideration of the conference re­ 
port on the tariff bill by the tedious 
reading of that document, which was 
insisted upon by senators who pro­ 
posed to see that undue haste is not 
exercised in the final passage of the 
measure, the senate dragged along 
during nearly seven hours without ac­ 
complishing any important result. 
Numerous confe”onces were held 
I among senators on both sides of the 
I chamber for the purpose of advancing 
I or hindering the final passage of the 
i bill. 
The developments which have 
I occurred In respect to the framing of 
i the leather schedule in conference 
called forth more Interest than did the 
proceedings 
of 
the 
day. 
Senators 
spent much time in discussing the 
language and effect of that schedule. 
The debate on the conference report 
was opened by Senator Daniel, who 
claimed that the Democratic senators 
on the finance committee had been 
dealt with the unfairly in not being 
permitted to vote in committee on the 
adeption of the report. 
He claimed 
that an agreement for that purpose 
entered into by the chairman, Mr. 
Aldrich, had been violated. 
Any in­ 
tentional violation was disavowed by 
Mr. Aldrich, who said he could not 
agree with Mr. Daniel as to what had 
occurred between them. 
In order to clearly fix the responsi­ 
bility of the' two parties in the pas­ 
sage of the bill and for the framing 
of its several schedules, Senator Ba 
con presented an analysis of the 137 
yea and nay votes that had been taken 
during its consideration. 
This list of 
votes the senate agreed to print in 
the record.

REVIEW THE BRITISH FLEET 


Picturesque Hills and Prairies of th* 
Osage Country Allotted In Severalty 
and Thereby Opened to the Influx oi 
the White Man— How the Land May 


Be Sold. 


If there are persons who love tht 
Osage 
Indian 
reservation 
for 
its 
streams, its hills, its forests and its 
broad prairies and feel the charm ol 
its history and traditions and look 
upon it as almost the last remaining 
expanse of native wilderness, the? 
should hasten to look upon it, as th* 
old things and the old ways are soor 
to vanish forever. The lands, to whict 
the Osages have fee simple title, have 
finally been allotted in severalty anc 
each Osage citizen has been given title 
to bis allotment. 


Old Villages Still In Use. 
This does not mean that the Osages 
have abandoned their village camp life 
and are living on their individual lands 
As a matter of fact the Osage lands 
generally are IfiLng wild as they have 
since the beginning of time. 
Allot 
ment. however, means the incoming ol 
the white farmer with his industry 
anti the turning of the grass grown 
flower strewn acres into productive 
fields. Such lands as tho Osage citizer 
cannot sell he will rent, and to thai 
extent the entire reservation will be 
placed within reach of the white man 
There are 2.2.30 certified allottees ii 
the Osage tribe, of which any one who 
failed to got his share of lands will be 
paid an equivalent in money. 
Encl 
Osage has G37 acres of land. At first 
he was allowed to make three sepa 
rate selections of IOO acres, any one ol 
which he was permitted to designate 
as his homestead, to be inalienable foi 
twenty-five years. 
Then he took a 
fourth selection of IGO acres ,or a total 
of 040. 
After the bestowal of all these riche? 
it was found that there still remained 
untaken land of which the allotment 
commission made a per capita distri 
bution amounting to seventeen acres. 
Already white men are gathering or 
the horizon of the Osage country tc 
spy out its resources and possibilities 
and real estate agents are opening of 
flees in tho different towns to engage 
in land traffic. It will be possible foi 
an Osage citizen to sell all his lane! 
save his IOO acre homestead undei 
certain conditions. 
Ile may rent all 
his land for grazing or agricultural 
purposes. The sale of his surplus land 
or that in excess of his homestead and 
amounting to 497 acres will be per 
lnltted in two ways. 


Ways of Selling the Land. 
One is that he may receive from the 
secretary of the interior a certificate 
of competency to manage his own af­ 
fairs. 
For this certificate 175 Osage 
citizens have made application, 
oi 
which twenty-eight have been submit 
ted to the secretary of the interior, 
who approved twenty-five. The filing 
of applications will move more rapidly 
In a month or two, the secretary hav­ 
ing asked that further applications be 
withheld until he has finished issuing 
the deeds to the surplus lauds. All the 
homestead deeds are ready for deliv­ 
ery. 
The surplus lands of the full bloods 
and the incompetents may be sold 
upon application lf the secretary of 
the Interior Is convinced that the sale 
would be for the benefit of the owner 
The latter would be permitted to 
spend tile money from the sale of his 
surplus lands only in such manner as 
would be approved by the commission 
et of Indian affairs.—Pawhuska (Okla.*

Monarchs inspect the Flow er of A l­ 


bion’s Fighting Craft— Czar’s Visit 


One of the 
Most 
Impressive and 


Spectacular Events Ever Witnessed 


at Cowes— Measures Taken to Pro­ 


tect V isitor Make Him Appear Like 


a Prisoner. 


Cowes, Aug. 3.—The flrqt official 
visit of the Russian Emperor Nicholas 
to England was one of the most im­ 
pressive and spectacular events that 
Qowes, accustomed to naval pageantry, 
ever witnessed. 
King Edward, with 
most of the member^if the royal fam­ 
ily, put out on the royal yacht Vic­ 
toria and Albert and met the Russian 
Imperial 
yacht 
Standart 
and 
the 
squadron of warships accompanying 
It off Spithead. 
Emperor Nicholas immediately went 
on board the British royal yacht, 
where ho was greeted by King Ed­ 
ward, and after the monarchs had 
partaken of luncheon, their majesties 
reviewed the British fleet. 
One hun­ 
dred and fifty ships were aligned in 
three files between Cowes and Spit- 
head. There were twenty-six battle­ 
ships, of which ^Qy©n w?r9. ,pread* 
noughts, sixteen armored cruisers and 
eight other cruisers, forty-eight toj- 
peao boat destroyers and shoals of 
submarines. Besides 
the 
warships 
there w$re hundred^ <£f yachts of all 
types. All were dressed in flags and 
when the Russian squadron started its 
cruise of inspection the warships fired 
a salute of twenty-one guns. 
The Russian squadron was made 
up of the imperial yacht Standart and 
its consort, the Polar Star, and the 
big 
lead-colored 
cruisers 
Admiral 
Makharoff and Rurik, and two tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers. The British 
sailors and marines manned ship as 
the 
inspection 
squadron 
passed 
through the lines. 
All the British 
hands played the Russian national 
anthem and the crews of both na­ 
tionalities gave three cheers for each 
other. 
Salutes Brought Rain. 
King Edward, Emperor Nicholas, 
the Prince of Wales, Admiral Sir 
John Fisher, chief naval aide to King 
Edward, Reginald McKenna, first lord 
of the admiralty, and a number of 
lesser officials were on the bridge of 
the Standart. 
The salutes from the 
warships seemed to have had their 
effect upon the lowering clouds, for 
rain was falling when the royal and 
imperial yachts anchored off Cowes. 
The scene along the shore was as 
interesting as 
that afloat. 
Crowds 
lined the waterfront for miles and all 
the houses were draped with bunting 
and flags. The yacht races, which 
had been going on for some time, lost 
their usual interest, for everyone was 
absorbed by the visit of the Russian 
imperial family. 
The measures taken to safeguard 
Emperor Nicholas make him seem 
like a prisoner of state when com­ 
pared with other royal personages 
who have visited Cowes during regat­ 
ta week. 
The Standart dropped an­ 
chor between two battleships of ti 
Dreadnought type which are surround­ 
ed by other naval vessels, while small 
boats patrol about the visitors con­ 
stantly. 
Scotland Yard bas IOO de­ 
tectives at Cowes and the Russian po­ 
lice department has an equal repre­ 
sentation. The emperor will remain 
aboard ship during his visit except for 
a brief trip ashore to the Cowes naval 
school Wednesday.

Succeeds H arry Pulliam aa President 
of the National League. 
Louisville, Ky., Aug. 3.—Little more 
than an hour after Harry C. Pulliam, 
laje president of the National league, 
lay beneath the green sward of Cave 
Hill cemetery in this city. John Heyd- 
ler of Cincinnati, secretary of the 
league, had been chosen president in 
his place at a special meeting of the 
directors. 
There was some feeling 
that it 
vaa indelicate to name Mr. 
Pulliam's successor at this time, but 
the lc^aue’s immediate need of a 
qualified head cathood the magnates to 
yield. 
B e s i d e s electing Mr. Heydlcr, who 
is to fill Mr. Pulliam’s unexpired term, 
Ihe directors concerned themselves 
only with paying tribute to Mr. Pul­ 
liam’s memory. They designated the 
remainder of his salary as president 
during 1909 to his estate; they ap­ 
pointed a committee to select and 
have erected in Cave Hill a suitable 
monument to .the deceased president. 
They also provided that the players 
in the National league shall wear 
Clepe for thirty days.

Forty-eight Piers Are Watched Night 
and Day to Prevent Smuggling In of 


Contraband Goods— Colonel W. Lutz, 
Commander, Has Tw o Hundred and 
8eventy-five Men on Duty. 


Every pier of New York city at 
which is tied a vessel containing duti­ 
able goods is being watched night and 
day by a new federal police force to 
apprehend smugglers. This force was 
organized a few days ago as the out­ 
come of Collector William Loeb’s de­ 
termination to stop leaks in the collec­ 
tion of customs revenue. 
Within six 
days an average of two smugglers a 
night were detected and the goods 
they sought to sneak through free of 
duty confiscated. 
There are 275 men in the new force. 
Colonel W. Lutz, former chief of the 
insular police force of Porto Rico, has 
been named as commandant. 
His 
assistant is A. M. Beardsley. 
There are three lieutenants, twelve 
roundsmen 
and 
200 
patrolmen 
or 
watchmen, as they are officially desig­ 
nated. The men are divided into three 
shifts of eight hours each. The greater 
number of men are on duty from 8 
a. rn. to 4 p. rn., a lesser number from 
4 p. rn. to midnight, and a still smaller 
number from midnight until 8 a. rn. 
There is at least one mnn to every 
pier in the city where a vessel is tied 
containing dutiable goods. 


New Pores Gets Busy. 
The new department was formally 
organized July 21. 
Colonel Lutz got 
his patrolmen busy at once. In eight 
instances they caught members of the 
crews of different steamers trying to 
take ashore packages containing goods 
on which no duty had been paid. 
A 
valuable lace spread, a number of 
finely wrought fancy boxes, a valuable 
jewel case and boxes of cigars and 
bottles of bay rum were among the 
finds. 
In every case they were being 
brought ashore when it was supposed 
the customs officials had gone for the 
day. 
Never before in the history of the 
customs service has a watch been kept 
at night. 
The steamship companies 
have always had watchmen at piers. 
At least they were supposed to watch, 
but according to general report they 
were either asleep or oblivious to what 
any of the crew might bring ashore. 
There will be strict discipline main­ 
tained of the new force in order to 
demonstrate that its organization and 
operation may prove its usefulness. 
The roundsmen will be held account­ 
able for the detection of delinquent 
patrolmen at piers where one man is 
assigned on the midnight shifts. The 
lieutenants will make unexpected trips 
to see that their immediate subordi­ 
nates are really making the proper 
rounds. 


Forty-eight Piers Watched. 
The force until recently had under 
surveillance forty-eight piers. It Is 
stated that the force will be increased 
to 500 patrolmen just as soon as it 
can be done. 
The members of the newly organ­ 
ized force are all clothed with the 
“S.-S.-S.” authority, as Colonel Lutz 
terms it. This means that they have 
the police and governmental right to 
“stop, search, seize.” 
The watchmen 
are instructed to take no chances, but 
seize on suspicion if there is the slight­ 
est thing to w arrant such suspicion. 
It is expected that hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars will be added to tho 
treasury by this increased vigilance 
before it will become generally under­ 


stood that there is no use trying to 
leave a dock or pier with dutiable 
goods. When that particular time ar­ 
rives Colonel Lutz says he will reduce 
the force somewhat, but never to the 
point where a pier is not covered by 
at least one man constantly. 
Colonel Lutz had several hundred 
police under him in Forto Rico for ten 
years. The body was organized nfter 
the fashion of the new federal force 
he commands. 
All below the rank of 
major in the insular police force were 
natives. 
During the labor strike on 
the island three years ago Colonel 
Lutz gained a reputation for his ener­ 
getic 
preservation 
of 
order.—New 
York World.

there seems to be doubt as to whom 
the child belongs. The absence of 
claimants has given rise to the fear 
that the bodies of the child’s parents 
are in the ruins of the ill-fated build­ 
ing, but the police declare that they 
have accounted for all the missing.
